Thank you for your communication urging me to support repeal 
of Section lU(b) of the National Labor Relations Act. 

As you may know, I pledged in my campaign for the United 
States Senate to work for repeal of this provision. In my view, 
it is an undesirable limitation on the freedom of workers to 
bargain with management for improvement of wages and working 
conditions. Moreover, it allows states with so-called "Right- 
to-Work" laws to attract industry away from states like New York, 
which do not have such laws. The average weekly wage for a 
manufacturing worker in a "Right-to-Work" state in 1963 was 
about ten dollars less than the comparable wage in a state like 
New York. -- 

I hope the foregoing answers any questions you may have. I 
look forward to hearing your views on other issues in the future.
